Airship Race Proposed Between 
New York and Chicago. 


TEST FOR WRIGHT BROTHERS. 


Aero Club of America Pre parin g to O f ­ 
fer Dig Rav/ard to W in n e r — Plan Is 
to H a v e T im e Limit For C o n te st— Not 
Over T en L a n d i n g Allowed. 


From New York to Chicago by aero­ 
plane, with not m ore limn ten landings, 
and the trip to be finished within a 
reasonable time, probably will be tin* 
test of efficiency set by tho Aero Club 
of America In offering a prize for con­ 
quest of the air large enough to at­ 
tract inventors and aeronauts from all 
•arts of the world, says tho N ew York 
Jerald. 
Already a considerable part of the 
prize has been pledg<*d to a syndicate 
composed o f 
prominent 
m em bers of 
the Aero club, and tho project doubt­ 
less will receive a further im petus at 
a dinner of the club In the 8t. Regis 
on March ll . 
Although the plan to 
give a club dinner w as broached only 
a few days ago. so m any acceptances 
have been received that it Is assured 
of success. 
Several of tile most nota­ 
ble after dinner speakers of N ew York 
city have been asked to respond to 
toasts as w ell as distinguished scien­ 
tists from W ashington and other cities. 
When the great prize for aeroplanes 
is form ally o ffe n d by the club it will 
effect a crisis In the situation so far 
as the W right brothers o f Dayton, CX, 
and other inventors are concerned. The 
prize will assuredly be large enough. 
so that there eau be ho ex c u se for re­ 
fusing to com pete for it if an Inventor 
has ail apparatus iii which he has su f­ 
ficient confidence to risk his life re­ 
gardless of negotiations with govern­ 
m ents or individual capitalists. 
“ It Is the judgm ent of tile Aero club, 
after giving 
careful 
thought 
to the 
m atter,” said Cortlandt Field Bishop, 
its president, the other day, “that an 
aeroplane to be worthy of serious con­ 
sideration m ust be able to m aneuver 
satisfactorily by flying in circles or Iii 
any given direction and back to tile 
starting point. 
A straigh taw ay flight 
is not enough to prove its scientific or 
com m ercial value, nor would a flight of 
less 
than thirty 
seconds amount 
to 
anything as a test. A speed of at least 
tw enty-five miles an hour ought to lie 
m aintained, as otherw ise such a m a­ 
chine would have little value. 
“ It has from the first been evident to 
the m em bers of the Aero chil) that tBe 
future of aerial navigation lies in Ute 
developm ent of aeroplanes. Tho lim ita­ 
tions of ballooning are apparent to ev ­ 
erybody w h o has studied this phase of 
the question. 
Even dirigible balloons 
cannot be greatly improved over their 
ex istin g form, it appears, and it re­ 
m ains only to develop aeroplanes as 
boing the only thing practical and h av­ 
ing a com m ercial value. 
“It is tho intent of the Aero club to 
bring about a crisis Iii this matter of 
aeroplanes. 
If 
the 
W right 
brothers 
should 
persist 
In 
m aintaining 
their 
policy of silence and refusal to give a 
public dem onstration c f their inven­ 
tion w e m ust look to other inventors. 
of whom there must he m any w ho 
are on tin* right road to success. 
“W e have been fairly inundated with 
letters from experim enters w ho believe 
they have all but won success. 
Many 
of the letters show illiteracy, but some 
of them appear to have been written 
by m en o f education and intelligence. 
S om ew h ere iii this m ass of material 
m ust be the truth w e seek. 
“ It is a regrettable fact that the 
claim s o f the W right brothers are gen­ 
erally 
discredited 
abroad, 
but 
the 
m em bers of the Aero club have great 
faith iii them and confidence that they 
have accom plished all the results cred­ 
ited to them by their friends in D ay­ 
ton. 
W e sym pathize w ith them thor­ 
oughly 
in 
their 
present 
difficulties. 
They certainly have a right to receive 
rem uneration for the tim e and money 
they liavo spent and the tremendous 
risks they have run, and it is a fact 
that the Aero club is now at work on 
a plan to give them a rew ard com m en­ 
surate w ith their deserts. 
“At the sam e time no money w ill be 
put into ail}’ Idle schem e. 
The suc­ 
cess of such an invention m ust be as­ 
sured 
beyond any reasonable doubt. 
On this point there is an interesting 
report that within the last year the 
W rights gave a su ccessfu l dem onstra­ 
tion of their flying m achine w ithin fifty 
m iles of N ew York for the benefit of 
a N ew York capitalist, but I cannot 
vouch for the correctness of the report. 
“ It is w itldn the realm s of possibil­ 
ity that such a dem onstration will be 
given, at any rule, to a lim ited number 
of mon in the near future. 
It would 
be provided that none of these w it­ 
n esses shall have any technical know l­ 
edge, so that there m ay be no risk of 
the W rights losing their secret, but the 
com m ittee would lie com posed of men 
w h ose reliability is unquestioned and 
w h ose nam es would carry w eigh t in 
all parts of the world. 
T he doubt 
w h ich still surrounds the achievem ents 
of tim W rights in som e quarters would 
by tills m eans be elim inated lf they 
proved the success of their machine, 
Mid they would be everyw h ere given 
duo credit for having solved a problem 
w hich has ha filed man for so many 
centuries.”

Stale Game and Fish Warden Explains 


What Can be Allowed by the 


State Law 
The state game ami fish warden Rives 
out tho following explanation of the 
fish law regarding which there seems to 
be considerable confusion, as ho is daily 
in receipt of letters asking lr - advice as 
to tho sale offish: 
“No lid. eg is al­ 
lowed in Minnesota during March and 
April with hook and line as these two 
months 
are 
spawning 
months for 
fish and everybody who wishes to pro­ 
tect tho fish will realize that this is a 
necessity. 
“Spearing can fie done, pickerel and 
rough fish at all time*, but these fish 
are only for domestic use not for sale. 
“No Minnesota li.-h will be allowed to 
bo sold during March aud April. 
“Frozen fish that have been in stock, 
lake trout and lake white fish, may be 
handled, but no Minnesota fish, such as 
perch, crappies, wall eye pike, pickerel 
or bass will be allowed to be sold or had 
in possession for tho purpose of sale 
during these months. 
“Regarding the salo of perch. 
There 
is nothing in tho law that prohibits tho 
sollin g of porch at any time except d u r­ 
ing tho closed season (that is from the 
first of March to the first of May) all 
fish can be sold during the open season 
(except trout and bass) providing they 


are legally caught. 
First: 
Fish that 
have been speared are not allowed to 
be sold. 
Second: 
Fish that are to be 
sold must conform to law in regard to 
size and weight. 
Lake trout and white 
fish not less than two pounds round or 
one and one-half pounds dressed; wall­ 
eyed pike not less hau fourteen inches 
in length. 
Fish that are less than six 
inches in length must be returned to 
the water from whence they came ex­ 
cept sunfish, rock bass, bullheads 
minnows for bait.” 


Decision Will Probably be Ap- 
pealed to Supreme Court by 
Itasca Pa tbs 


Judge 
McClenah in today handed 
down his decision 
in the 
so-called 
Koochiching county case. 
'Ellis was 
brought by an individual resident of 
Itasca county through an order to com 
pol the officers of the now county to 
show cause why they should not bo 
ousted from their officers and the or 
ganization of the county declared void. 
The rolators asked permission to file 
the petition in the district court be­ 
cause the attorney general had 
re­ 
fused to take part in the proceedings. 
Permission 'to tile information was re­ 
fused and the order to show cause was 
dissolved. 
In making this decision one of the 
principal reasons given by tho judge 
was that the attorney general had re­ 
fused to take action in the matter. 
Judge McClonahan hold that if the at­ 
tack was ou tho legality of the county 
itself, then under the laws on Minnesota 
the attorney general must be an active 
participant in the case. 
lf, as alleged 
by the relators, it was merely an attack 
on the right of the men to hold the offi 
cos, not on tho legality of the offices 
themselves, tho matter is in tho discre­ 
tion of the judge. 
T hat portion cf the case involving the 
legality cf the action of the governor of 
t i ‘ state in s ibm.Ling only one of tho 
th.* > propor tions to the people was not 
taken into consideration in any manner 
whatsoever. 
Judge McClenahan states that it is 
his understanding that, however the 
decision might have been, it was the in­ 
tention of whichever party lost to appeal 
to the supreme court.

Christian Citizenship 
Meeting 
at 
the 


Methodist Church Last Night was 


Enthusiastic and well Attended 


The Methodist church contained a 
full audience last evening with the male 
element largely predominating to hear 
what tho different speakers bad to say 
on tho various phases of “Civic Right 
eousness.” 
Thochurch was handsomely decorated 
with national colors and the newly o r­ 
ganized choir with orchestral accompani­ 
ment rendered national songs with ex 
cedent spirit, several times tho audi­ 
ence joining in tho chorus of the well 
known hymns. 
“ What is Christian Citizenship?” was 
discussed by James IL Noble and was 
handled in an extremely logical manner. 
“Citizenship,” said Mr. Noble, “is the 
privilege of an American enjoying his 
rights and privileges and taking part in 
legislative and judicial deliberations. 
Certain civic privileges are ours. Add 
to this tho essence of the teaching of 
Christ as it relates to those who serve 
Him as disciples, a Christian citizen is 
the man who sees to it that he votes as 
ho prays. T hat he sees to it that laws 
w hich have been enacted in accordance 1 
with Christ’s truth and 
the nntioa’s 
welfare, are enforced.” 
Secretary C. E. Holmes, of tho V. M. 
C. A. spoke earnestly of the worth of 
the society ho represented in making 
good citizens. 
Facts and statistics were 
quoted to prove his arguments. 
“No 
man can be so blind to the logic of facts 
to doubt the worth of tho Y. M. C. A. to 
any community,” said he. 
“Our aim is 
to bring young manhood under Chris­ 
tianizing influences, and we work along 
educational, ethical, physical and moral 
lines. 
If tho V, M. C. A. was nothing 
more than a mero club to entertain 
young men, I would quit the association 
tomorrow.” 
Christian Rruhn 
in 
his 
address* 
“Christ as a Patriot and Christian,” 
spoke thoughtfully of the Christ as a 
patriot, 
“While Christ loved the en­ 
tire world,” said Mr. Bruhn, “ho stands 
out to tho world as one of the greatest 
patriots the Jewish race ever had. The 
great prophets who preceded him were 
ever interested in the political, civil and 
religious welfare of the Jewish poo{ lo. 
Ile loved his nation much. 
He wept 
over the corning destruction of Jerusa­ 
lem, aud prophesied its doom. 
Ile 
cleansed the temple and tried to awaken 
a deep sense of patriotism in all around 
him. 
He stands today an example for 
all time. 
Patriotism is tho hand maid 
of a pure Christianity.’ 
Walter J. Smith spoko on “The E n ­ 
forcement of the Law, ’ and appeared in 
the pulpit with a law book in his hand, 
and read to the large audience the laws 
of the state pretainiug to gambling, 
Sabbath desecration and other things 
pretaining to specific laws against cer­ 
tain fortes of lawlessness. 
“Sometime 
ago,” said Mr. Smith, “to convince my­ 
self that what I had heard was true, I 
w7ent one afternoon into one of the pool 
rooms of this city of Brainerd, and saw 
with my own eyes young mon, many of 
them under 21 years of age, playing 
billiards.” 
Mr. Smith then read the 
penalty of the 
law along this line. 
“ What wo want in this city, and what 
is coming, if I road the signs of tho 
times aright, is such a spirit of patriot­ 
ism that shall 
(tor those who not 
only break tho I i 
but those who are 
in office and fail t 
nforce them. 
Cod 
hasten tho time!” 
Rev. Charles Fox Davis spoko on “The 
Relation of Law to Morals and tho 
Rights of the Law Abiding Element.” 
Mr. Davis briefly stated what law is, 
its divisions, according to a law lexicon, 
passing to its relation to moral law and 
American patriotism. 
“Laws are the 
pillars of human society,” declared Mr. 
Davis, “break them, remove thorn, let 
them go unheeded, and down goes tho 
nation. 
Nations have never risen higher 
than their respect for the majesty and 
dignity of law. 
W hat American society 
needs is a 
toning up along this line. 
Votes alone are the only forces that 
count when it comes to settling matters 
of civic pride. 
In some people the virus 
of lawlessness runs very deep. 
We have 
an excellent city and 
many public 
spirited citizens interested in its m ater­ 
ial and moral welfare. 
God give us more 
of them. 
My appreciation for every­ 
man, bo ho citizen or official, w hoso re­ 
gard for the law keeps him from break­ 
ing it aud in whoso heart the spirit of 
patriotism rises into indignation when 
he sees the laws of the land broken or 
not enforced.”
